REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose a wheel attached to axle brackets by an axle, the brackets being 
connected to a rear rail that is connected to the brackets by side rails pivotally attached 
to the brackets by forward pivot pins and pivotally attacked to brackets on the rear rail 
by rear pivot pins, the forward pivot pins being perpendicular to the centerline of the 
axle and the rear pivot pins being perpendicular to the centerline of the side rails, the 
rear rail pivoted about a rear rail pivot pin and attached pivotally at each end to frame 
brackets, wherein the rear rail pivot pin axis is perpendicular to the longitudinal 
centerline of the vehicle.
